LIQUOR RESPONSIBILITY RESTS WITH DEALERS. 
Read the arg uments now being adv anced o\ci liquoi 
control plans in the v arious states and y ou speedily dc 
cov er that the country is almost unanimous in opposition 
to return of the old-fashioned saloon. 
Read them a little farther, howev er, and y ou also dis­ 
cov er that the country seems to be contused considerably 
a bout the ex act reasons for this opposition 
It is sold on the idea that the open saloon wa s a nuis­ 
ance and a mena ce, but it doesn t. seem to know 
,iust 
wha t made it that way . 
One g roup seems to t h i n k that t h e presence ot a bar. 
and the fa ct tha t men stood up t<> g et their drinks, consti­ 
tuted the worst feature. 
So w e p e t a number ol s t a t e con­ 
trol la ws which permit sale of pa cka g ed g oods in liquor 
stores and permit sales by the g lass in hotel rooms and 
r e s t a u r a n t s , but which insist that there shall be no bars 
and no v ertical drinking 1. 
Another g roup fig ures that drinking a ny where ex cept 
in the home is an ev il, and comes out for sales r e s t r i c t e d 
to unopened pa cka g es, with public drinking strictly pro­ 
hibited. 
The fa ct that different states will ha v e different la ws 
is g oing to be a g ood thing , in this connection, for it will 
permit ma ny v arieties of liquor control to be tested simul­ 
ta neously . 
Mea nwhile, howev er, this cun fusion of thoug ht ov er 
the wa y in which liquor should he sold deserv es some e x ­ 
tended thoug ht. 
The chief trouble with the old-time saloon wa sn’t the 
fact that men stood up to drink, or that their drinks were 
shov ed at them across a polished bit of ma hog a ny . 
It Mas that the saloon 
as an institution 
had precious 
little discretion. 
It sold, in most cases, to any one who 
could lay a coin on the bar 
to chronic drunkards, to 
« pend-thrifts, to flig hty y oung sters, to men w hose families 
were in want. 
There were sa loonkeepers, of course, w ho 
had some 
sense of responsibility in these matters, but they were the 
ex ceptions. In th*a main, the corner saloon wa s nearly all 
that the prohibitionists said it was. 
A liquor control law which permits any kind of public 
drinking must be framed with that in mind. 
Details of 
th e s al e— whether it ho at table or ov er a bar 
are unim j 
portant. 
It is the spirit in which the traffic as a whole i: j 
handled that counts. 
The traffic was .sociallv irresponsible, in ilie old da y s; 
Heav en knows t has
